The plaintiff in the case is Albert 
Huribart of Boxford, who saes the town 
to recover tuition paid to the town of 
Danvers for his daughter's attend- 
ance at the high school of that 
town since 1804. Theaction was brought 
unéer chapter 436 of the Acts of 180, 
which provides that any town in 
which isnot maintained a high 
school or a school of corres ing 
grade shall furnish a high school eda- 
cation in some adjoining town. The 
defense claimed that the Barker Free 
school, which was admitted to be a 
school of corresponding grade, complied 
with the law. The plaintiff's conten- 
tion was that as the Barker school was 
in no way under the cuntrol of the 
town, although the studies might be 
of equal grade to those taught in high 
schools, it was not a school complying 
with the law in thie chapter. 

The facts in the case were agreed up- 
on, and the matter came before Judge 
Dunbar for a \decision upon. the law. 
He held that the Barker school did not 
comply with the law, that towns which 
did not maintain a high school must 
pay the tuition of children in high 
schools of adjvining towns and that in- 
de ent schools or academies did 
nottake the place of high schools. 
The plaintiff was awarded the sum 
asked for, and the defendant appealed. 
E. B. Faller of Haverhill for the plain- 
tiff, and Moody & Pearl, also of Haver- 
bill, forthe defendant.
